This faithful and laborious ſervant of Jeſus Chriſt, labour -

Mr. Erſkine was twice married. His firſt marriage was 
with Margaret Dewar, a daughter of the laird of Laſſodie; 
which commenced the t 5th of July, 1714. She lived with 
him about fixteen years; during which time ſhe bore ten 
children, five ſons and five daughters: three of theſe ſons 
were miniſters in the Aſſociation, viz. the Rev. Meſirs. Hen · 
ry, John, and James; the firſt ordained miniſter, at Falkirk, 
the ſecond at Leſslie, and the third at Stirling. All of them 
died in the prime of life, when they had given the world juſt 
ground to conceive high expectations of their uſefulneſs in the 
church. — His ſecond marriage was with Margaret Simſon, 3 
daughter of Mr. Simſon, writer to the ſignet at Edinburgh, 
which took place, February 24th; 1732. She bore him four 
ſons, and ſurvived himſelf ſome few years.
